Menry Clews oun Finance.

New York, Dec. 16.—Henry Clews 
has addressed an open letter to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, in which 
he makes one or two novel suggestions 
about silver legislation. Clews says 
Congress should amend the present 
silver law by inserting a clause giving 
the Secretary of Treasury authority to 
change at his discretion the periods of 
the purchase of silver. At present the 
law provides for 4,500,000 ounces eacb 
month, which is absolute. In place 
of this, to provide for the presen: 
money crisis, substitute at the Secre- 
tary’s discretion, authority to purchase 
double that amount in December, 
equal to 9,000,000 “ounces, and the 
same for January, February and 
March and then suspend the purchase 
entirely for the months of April, May, 
June and July. What is important 
for the people and country to know 
for a certainty, is that they can rely 
upon the present law being permanent 
and not subject to the changes or con- 
venience of every Congress. When 
the present law has been in existence 
a year it will bring out new silver 
money, aggregating in an amount of 
about $60,000,000, and each year there- 
alter an equal sum. In ten years 
from the date of the passage of the 
act the amount of this money will be 
about $600 000,000. 

Mr. Clews thinks this annual in- 
crease will be ample for that class of 
money, and it would be unwise to in- 
crease it. It certainly will be suffi- 
cient if Congrees will also pass at an 
early date the Sherman bill, which 
provides for National Bank bills to be 
issued up to the par value of the 
United States bonds. This will in-

PARISH HUNG, 


He Dies Protesting isrmecence. 
Bet @iaime To © Hilted 
Three Men. 

The White Pine News contains the 
following account of the hanging of 
Hank Pasish at Ely on Friday lagt: 

Haak Parish, for the murder of A. 
G* Thom peon at Royal City last Jaly, 
was hung in front of the jail yesterday 
at noon. The death warrant was read 
by Sheriff Bassett in the jail, and at 
two minutes to 12 o’clock the solemn 
procession wended its way from the | 
jail to the scaffold, Parish ascending | 
the stepe without the least apparent 
fear. There were quite a number of 
spectators within the inclosure, and 
Parish stepped to the front railing and 
addressed them. He said: 


“T have been charged with a great 
many crimes; I killed three men, and 
I was right in doing it. The last man 
I killed (Thompson), he assisted in 
stringing me_up three times. They 
say | have a wife and family that I 
have not treated right. My wife has 
been dead thirteen years; | have two 
children in Oregon, well fixed. | am 
an ignorant man, have always been 
persecuted, and am innocent of crime. 
All this will appear in Mr. Marpby’s 
book Of my life, and I want you to be- 
lieve it.’”’ 

These words were spoken calmly 
and with ordinary coolness. He made 
no reference whatever to the Unknown 
Realm into which he was about to be 
launched, nor expressed any regret for 
anything he had done. 

He then stepped back on the trap 
door, shook hands with the Sheriff 
and his attendants, the black cap was 

ulled over his head, the rope ad- 
justed about his neck—and the News 
reporter hurriedly walked into the 
Court House to prevent witnessing the 
final act in the drama of life and death. 

Sheriff Bassett aprang the trap; the 
fall was a little over six feet, and the 
dceoned man’s neck was broken. 
There was not a move or a quiver of 
the body, and as soon as Dr. Campbell 
could get to feel the pulse he pro- 
nounced life extinct. the whole time 
occapied in the execyfion was but 12 
minutes. Parish went on the scaffold 
at 2 minutss to 12 and was cut down 
at 10 minut>s past 12. 

Dr. Campbell examined his pulse 
before he left the jail. It was beating 
at 99, When the black cap was pulled 
over his head itran upto 142. That 
Parish was a bad man, and met the 
fate he deserved, is the general senti- 
ment of this community.
